Itis the opinon of every merchant in
Peru, and of the members of the gov-
ernment, that these conditions cannot be
chapnged wntil there is direet communi
cation by steam between the ports of this
country and those of the United States.
It is sard to be cheaper to ship goods to
New Yurk by way of Liverpool and Ham-
burg, sround the Horn to Callao. than
by way of the Isthmns, whi'e the
passenger pays $370 Amerioun pull for
trapsportation from New York to Val-
paraiss. All were formally presented to
the President April 2th. At noon of
that day 4 battalion of infantry, with the
National Baud of Peru, was seot to our
hotel as a guard of honor, and at 2:30
o'clock the bfficial introducer of Am-
bassadors called with the President’s
carringe and nn cscort of cavalry. We
were accnm;‘imed to the palice by Min
ister Phelps. A military aid-de-camp of
the President, in the uniform of a ¢olonel
of cavalry, was at the entrance of the
vlace to receive us, snd gfter passing
wetween files of soldiers through L{;L long
corridors we were met b}‘ the fflmw ter of
Exterior Relations at the door of the re-
caption-room, which was formally the au-
dience-room cf the ‘“muh[’ Vice-
roy,and is in_ the wipg of the palace
eroclmi by Pizzaro. Uuder s canopy
of erimea:n velvet, dressed in a military
unitorm and resplendent in gold lace.
President Izlesins stoud surrounded by
his Cabinet and prominent officers of the
army and pavy, he and each of his Min
isters carryiog gold-headed canes as an
emblem ot their authority. The cham-
ber was crowded with reople to witness
what in_Peru is considersd a ceremony
of great importancs. Mr. Commissioner
Thatcher presented Gen. lelesias with
the nutsgraph levter of the President of
the Uvited States, and delivered an ad
dress, to which the President replicd.
At the conclusion of the ceremonies all
were invited to the President’s private
reception-room, where we wers pre-
sented to the members of the Cabinet
and attendants, and had a few moments
of conversation. The next day we had
an official conference. It showed rha:
while the government of this republic is
pot in a position, politieally or finan-
cially. to any econcessions at
present  to  encourage trade, i
scotiments  are exeesdingly friendly
and its wish is to give us the benefits pow
enjoyed by Eegland. The permanency of
the present governmen! is probable, but
not assured. Caceres has control of the
soythern provinces of - the republie, and
is marching toward Lims with an army of
7000 or 8000 men, President Iglesias is
prepared to defend the city, but has
neither the means nor the men to make
an offensive campnign.
